*T&£ Minister for Industries and Labour (Sri ( F. B.Ragu) : 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, I presume there is no debate and that I 
may make a statement now. 

Sir, this trouble started on 11-11-1956, There are nine 
rice mills in Guntur. They constituted themselves into an 
association and they closed the mills. 

The mills were closed for the reason that the workers 
demanded more wages ; but the workers complained that the 
mills were closed with some definite purpose in view and 
that it would tantamount to lock-out. They represented to the 
Government that the Mills should be re-opened and the 
workers given work* 

Tfee Labour Department started conciliation but was w>t 
successful in bringing the two -parties together to come to a 
better understanding- The Government instructed the 
Labour Commissioner to proceed to Guntur in the month of 
January and he did so, He did try his best to bring about $ 
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settlement but the gulf became wider between the workers and 
the rice-mill management association. Before that a new 
situation developed* While the mills were closed and the 
Government in the Labour Department directed the Mills 
to be re-opened the management issued notices for the workers 
to come m. The old workers did not find it convenient for 
reasons best known to themselves and as we know they coiri- 
plained that the new workers employed in the intervening 
period should be removed and that they {old workers) should 
be kept in toto as they were as the situation obtained before 
11-11-1956. The management did not agree* 

In the old workers there are two categories — one section 
being paid on a monthly and daily basis and the other called 
" mutha " workers who do the work on the piece-rate system 
under the employment of maistries. There was no specific 
provision under any Act to recognise the " mutha " workers 
as the regular employees of the Mills. Anyhow it is a matter 
of legal interpretation whether these " mutha " workers who 
do the work at the piece-rate system are regular employees of 
the mills. 

The Government in the Labour Department were consi- 
dering whether the Department could be seized of the matter 
as a dispute under the Industrial Disputes Act, but the trouble 
went on. There was some violence too. The law and order 
position was disturbed. The Government found it difficult 
to restore order but in the end there was perfect peace. I 
visited the place after finding that the Commissioner 
could not succeed in bringing about a rapproachment. 
When I went to Guntur, the three parties, viz., the rice- 
millers, the representatives of the old workers and the repre- 
sentatives of the new workers met me. When I found it 
difficult to find a solution, they themselves came forward and 
suggested that I should give a verdict, and that I, in the 
capacity of a person — and not in the capacity of a Ministers- 
should give an award which they would respect. I did not 
rush to give an- award because I believed that an award 
would be of no use until the concerned interests were willing 
to implement it. I had examined the legal position of such 
an award and I found that I was not the Conciliation Officer 
mid it might be difficult to enforce the award and it would be 
difficult aaad embarrassing for me if it is not respected by any 

?arty. But still in the interests of good industrial relations, 
did give an award knd that award was communicated by the 
Labour »Commissioner going there directly (to Guntur) and 
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conveyed to the three parties. The new labour agreed to 
abide by the award whereas the rice-millers and the represen- 
tatives of the old labour were not prepared to accept it. The 
Commissioner came back. Subsequently I received a tele- * 
gram from the representatives of the old labour that they 
would be glad if the award was implemented. The Labour 
Department in the Government was anxiously or actively 
considering how best the award could be implemented. 
We wanted the co-operation of all the three parties so that the 
implementation of the award could be successful and the 
good relations would be permanent. Meanwhile we got a 
report that the situation became disturbed because of certain 
workers going to the mills and interfering in the normal 
working of the Mills and that the Police had to interfere. It 
was reported that some workers had received injuries too. 
This is the summary in a nut-shell. 

I do not want to give any opnion. I am merly stating the 

bare facts. The problem is like this: certain wokers have been 

working in the mills from a long time and a tradition developed. 

The ** Mutha " wokers are not the direct employees of the 

management. There are maistries who are the intermediaries 

♦between the management and the workers. The management 

seemed to be not very much interested in retaining these 

maistries. The management seemed to be willing to employ 

monthly paid and daily-rated workers. There may not be 

any difficulty in this regard, but the problem of the " mutha " 

workears, who number about 98, is there. If the old workers 

had accepted the award given by me, I think in that 

psychological moment something good would have come out. 

The salient points of that award, which was given on 14-2-1957 

are : 

1. The new maistry will be retained and he will receive 
5%of the total wages earned by the " Mutha " labour or 
Rs. 100 per month whichever is less* 

* 

2* Then, out of the " mutha' 5 workers (the old workers), 
who number about 98, 2/3 rds will be reinstated and 1 /3rd 
of the new labour working now will be retained, because we 
wanted that the trouble should not result in a conflict between 
the new labour and the old labour. It wUl not be good even 
on the part of the labour leaders or trade-unionists or on the 
part of the Government or the management that we create 
a situation where the labour becomes divided and one man 
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finds himself against another. The intention of the Govern- 
ment has always been not only to maintain good relations 
between labour and management but also among the labourers 
themselves and we very much desire that no politics should 
be imported in the matter and that the problem should be 
dealt with purely on trade-union lines. For that very reason 
I have given an award in this spirit and with this background 
which will have resulted in two-thirds of the old workers, out 
of 98, being re-instated and one-third of the new workers 
there being retained* 

3. Then the discharged persons from amongst the old 
and new labour, according to Decision No. 2 above, shall be 
paid by the Mills e%-gratia payment of one month's wages on 
the basis of the average earnings of the 12 months preceding 
the date of the temporary closure of the rice-mills. The aver- 
age earnings will be worked out by the Government Labour 
Officer, That is, the one-third from among the old workers 
and two thirds from among the new workers, who would be 
discharged, should be paid an eoo-gratia payment of one month's 
wages by the Millers. The millers represented to me that 
they were not prepared to pay this amount. I was trying 
to persuade them that the workers came to their rescue at 
a particular stage when the whole rice-mill industry was in 
jeopardy and the mills were worked and therefore whether 
they are new workers or old workers, since a section of them 
is going to be unemployed, they should make one month's ex- 
gratia payment to the workers. Now it is our endeavour to 
persuade the management of the mills to agree to make this 
eoc-gratia payment. 

That was how I put it: the old workers must be ready to 
forego one-third of them and the new workers must be ready 
to forego two-thirds, of them, and the rice-millers must be 
prepared to make one month's wages as ex-gratia payment. 
These are the three points relating to the interests of the three 
parties. The- new maistry has powers to remove any worker 
from the * mutha ' labour for misconduct or any other reason 
but he can do so only with the concurrence of the Government 
Labour Officer. We have an over-all control. There is an 
apprehension in the minds of the representatives of the old 
labour that the new maistry who belongs to the new labour 
may victimise the old labour. For that reason, we provided 
a particular rider that whenever the new maistry wished to 
remove a person he could do so only with the concurrence 
of the Labour Officer. Thus, we gave protection to the old 
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labour. If new labour has to be recruited due to an increase 
in the work, they should be recruited from the discharged 
workers with the concurrence of the Government Labour 
Officer who will maintain a list of such discharged workers- 
Even for the future, we have provided certain protection— 
we call it a privilege— for the discharged labour. 

This is the purport of what I had submitted to the House. 
The Government has done its best not only to maintain law 
and order but to do justice to the workers. When 
notice of * the adjournment motion was given and 
a copy was sent to me, I was so surprised how the hon. Member 
could find fault with the Government that it failed in its 
duty. I can say that the Government has not failed in the 
discharge of its duty, but only the interests there — I could 
say they are divergent interests — did not seem to be inclined 
to come together. That is the whole trouble. Unless the 
two parties express an inclination to come together the Govern- 
ment can do nothing in the matter. After all what the Labour 
Department can do is only just to use its good offices. If 
the hon. Members care to go through the labour legislation 
that is now obtaining in the State or that is under implemen- 
tation, they will find definitely that in any adjudicated matter 
or any decision given by our Tribunals or lny other Court that 
can be implemented by the Labour Department, the Labour 
Department as such has no direct powers to interfere. That 
being the case, the Labour Department cannot over-strain and 
the hon.Mejpaber who has given notice of the adj ournment motion 
uriflio toired the statement to be made cannot say that the 
ti&bot*r Department has failed or did not use its good offices 
or that it did not make any endeavour to bringing about a 
xapproachment. I went out of the way ; it was not customary 
on the part of the Minister to go on interfering in day to-day 
matters or in small disputes like this, but yet I did think 
that it was essential for me to directly contact the workers and 
the management so as to help to maintain law and order there. 
I did so and I was glad that I did so when the three interests 
gave in writing that they would abide by the award* But I 
am only sorry that when the award was given it was not im- 
plemented. That is to say the compense is lost ; I must be 
careful in future not to interfere. This direct approach is 
all right, but at the same time there is a responsibility on the 
shoulders of leaders as well as on the management and on the 
wooers, and once an award is given, whether it is useful or 
not, whether it is advantageous %y a particular section or 
not» m the usual course — with due respect I should say, the# 
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must express or exhibit that much of confindence the award 
should be implemented. Otherwise there is no sanctity for 
all these agreements. 

Therefore, I would submit before the House that 
the Government has done its best. Now it is left to the 
parties. The Labour Department is examining how the 
award could be implemented and it will take all steps. I 
would request co-operation from the labour leaders and 
I would appeal to the Management, even though it might 
be a monetary loss to them for a while, in the interests of 
justice and their future interests and the relations that should 
be maintained between the labour and the management, 
to make the ex gratia payment. This would be more useful 
and profitable to the industry. I would also appeal to the 
new and old labour to come together and abide by 
the award. Beyond this there is nothing I can say at 
the moment. If there is any matter relating to law 
and order, I am sure the Home Minister would be good 
enough to relpy. But again I would appeal to those 
hon. Members who have taken 'the trouble of bringing 
in the motion or who wanted a statement to be made to 
go and to make efforts locally and see that the management 
and workers come logerher. That spirit must obtain. We 
are under a socialist-planned economy and we should see 
that a particular section should not suffer. The Govern- 
ment on its part should see that the benefit of law accrues 
to the concerned party. There is no question of partiality 
being shown. We are here to hold the scales even. If it 
is necessary to err, we would err on the side of the worker : 
we would err on the side of justice rather than on the side of 
law. Let there be no apprehension that the Government 
would treat the workers with any discourtesy or with any 
disfavour. There shall be nothing like that. That is what 
I can say at the moment. Thank you, Sir. 

Mr. Speaker . Now the hon. Home Minister will make 
his statement.

Mr. Speaker : Motion moved :

Boat tragedy on the Godavari at Bhadraehalam. 

Mr. Speaker: Hon. Members Shri P. Sundarayya, Shri

The reasons for raising tfefe matter is the tragedy in 
such a high ^magnitude involving death of more than §00 
persons, mostly women and children, and the Press reports 
go to show "that the contractors in order to extract huge 
^profits, crowded the boats and this seems to have led to the 
tesgedy* The police ami other Gw^cnteeist authorities ha^e 
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evidently failed to take necessary measures to provide facili- 
ties for the pilgrims who gathered there in tens of thousands. 
As such, a public discussion on the floor of the House, will 
help to bring forth suggestions to probe into the circumstances 
and causes of this tragedy and take measures to prevent 
such in future. The Chief Minister when he made his state- 
ment on this matter the other day, informed the House 
that the Minister for Education had left for the scene and the 
Government could be in possession of greater details and 
seemed to agree with the opposition suggestion to have a 
debate on this matter. 

So, please allot 2 hours for this subject on 16th or 
17th of this month.
